WAR ON GAME LAWS 


Wisconsin Game Protective Associa- 


tion Protests Against Misrep- 


resentation for Political 


Purposes. 
The Wisconsin Game 
Protective 


.ssociation. an organization of him- 
ers and advocates for the protection 
of game, passed a resolution at Its 
ast meeting, held Wednesday night 
nt Gerhard's hall, as an answer to 
he false and misleading statements 
made by newspapers and campaign 
speakers In regard to the game laws 
and their execution: 
"Whereas. Certain persons for po- 


litical purposes In campaign speeches 
are trying to make the people believe 
that the taxpayers of tho state have 
to pay a big sum for the protection 
of game and 
"Whereas, These persons make a 


dangerous war on our sensible and 
practicable game laws and 
oHlcers 


who are enforcing the same, 
for 


which laws we and every friend cf 
the protection of game have worked 
liard for many years, and 
"Whereas, Said persons when elec- 


ted will revoke our game laws and 
abolish the game wardens, . whlcn 
means the complete extermination of 
game and fish in Wisconsin within 
two or three years, and 
"Whereas, The statement that the 


said taxpayers of the Wisconsin have 
to pay for tho protection of game, 
or for the game wardens. Is absolute- 
ly untrue, as the hunters alone of 
this state and others pay for the pro- 
tection of game, fish and'forest, as 
provided In section 29, chapter 312, 
of the laws of 1899, and which laws 
were presented by the hunters of 
Wisconsin, who willingly and gladly 
pay their small license fee. for they 
know It Is paid to protect the game; 
herefore be It 
"Resolved. That we. tho Wisconsin 


oame Protective association, an or- 
ganization of thorough hunters and 
rue sportmen, organized in 18U9 for 
the protection of game, protect ener- 
getically and emphatically 
against 


such false, absurb, misleading and 
langerous statements, made by poli- 
ticians to further their selfish 
pur- 


pose and for political effect; 
fur- 


ther"Resolved, That we. as 
hunters 


and friends of the protection of game, 
know and declare the system 
of 


protection of game In the state of 
Wisconsin Is one of the best In the 
United States, and. with a few amend- 
ments which we hope will be made by 
our next legislature, will serve as a 
model game and fish law; and further 


"Resolved, That 
we believe that 


the game and fish law were never 
before better protected than at pres- 
ent; now, therefore, be It 
"Resolved, That we urge and re- 


quest all hunters and friends for pro- 
tection of game, fish and forest 
to 


act at once against such demogogiies 
or their false, 
misleading 
state- 


ments." 
"All such money s« received shall 


be set aside by the state treasurer 
and shall constitute a fund for the 
payment of the spoclnl deputy game 
wardens. 
The liability of the state 


for per diem salaries and expenses 
of deputy game wardens appointed 
under this act or otherwise and for 
all other services and expenses In- 
curred for an purpose under or In 
consequence of this act, shall be limit- 
ed to the license fees paid In pur- 
suance of this act. and In no event 
shall the state pay any such salar- 
ies or expenses or be liable In any man 
ner therefore, except to tho extent 
of such license fees received by un- 
der this act, any contract, express 
or implied, of the game warden to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
And 


said game warden shall not Issue any 
voucher, nor shall the governor ap- 
prove any voucher If Issued by said 
warden under the provisions of this 
act or otherwise for u.iy such per 
diem salary, services or 
otlier ex- 


penses of any'kind, unless the money 
to pay such •\ymcher received 
for 


licenses under this act shall at the 
time bo on hand to pay the same." 


Mr. Plambeck, the secretary of the 


Wisconsin Game Protective associa- 
tion, said yesterday: 
"I can t und- 


erstand how a man can make such 
false statements. 
The 
taxpayers 


not only don't pay one cent for the 
game wardens, but the taxpayers re- 
ceive a large sum every year from 
cr through the game wardens, 
as 


all the fines go Into the county trea- 
sury. 
I know of one case In Hurley 


where the wardens arrested 
seven 


deer hunters from 
Michigan 
this 


spring. 
They were fined $50 each. 


Iron county received from that one 
arrest $350, and the county has not 
yet paid one cent for the game war- 
dens. 


"As the license money must 'bo 
spent for the protection of game (It 
Is only paid to the state treasurer 
to keep a record of It) It Is the duty 
of tlje state game warden and the 
governor to appoint as many deputies 
as the license fund allows to pay for 
the same. 
Not one cent from 
the 
state's treasury or the 
taxpayers' 


money was spent or can be spent for 
salary of game wardens, and If I am 
right Imformed there Is a surplus of 
$10,000 now In the fund from 
last 


year. 


"That we have a larger or better 


force of deputies than ever before Is 
due to the fact that the governor cut 
down the salary of the 
wardens 


from $3.50 to $2.50, which amounts 
to a large sum (hiring the year, and 
to the fact that the wardens Inforce 
the .law .and ask' every hunter for 
his license, so that over 60,000 hunt- 
ers have taken out licenses the last 
year, where in former years only 
30,000 had been taken out; the other 
hunters taking their chances. 


"I think we have the best system 


In the United States for the protect- 
ion ofdfeaoie. That our laws are good 
and enforced Is shown by the fact 
that our game Is Increasing very fast. 


"Every good citizen should aalst 


the officers In enforcing the laws, 
especially a game warden. 
He Is 


one of the poorest paid officers and 
has a dangerous and thankless Job."

OF INTEREST TO FARMERS 


Ever since Its organization, the Na- 


tional Live 'Stock 
Association has 


been working hard to secure 
the 


adoption of some law providing for 
gathering vital statistics on the live 
stock Industry in the United States. 
While the Improvement in the last 
census has been the only taglble re- 
sult seen by the public, yet consider- 
able progress has been made 
to- 


wards the end aimed at. 
The estab- 


lishment of the census office as a reg- 
ular department of the government 
was the first step and this was warm- 
ly backed by the asosclatlou. 
Tlie 


next step Is to secure a bureau' of 
live -stock statistics in that depart- 
ment. 
At the request of the ,association. 


Congressman Hopkins, Chairman of 
the -.House Census Committee, 
in- 


troduced an amendment to the cen- 
sus act, providing 'for "A 
classified 


enumeration and value of live stock," 
.which shall be made under such rules 
and regulations as the director of the 
department may deem 
best. 
-This 


was introduced so • late that It was 
Impossible to secure a report 
on 


the amendment at last session, but 
"it will be vigorously pushed during 
the coming session. 
The measure 


has* the endorsement of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as well as tho 
cerisus department, and there 
Is 


strong hope that It will be possible 
to start the bucau in time for anoth- 
er general census in 1905. 
There 


can be no question of the necessity 
of reliable statistics regarding live 
stock In this country. 
Next to the 


bread supply, the meat supply of the 
country is of most. Importance, and 
every year demonstrates the need of 
statistics that can be depended upon. 
The census of 1HOO was good as far 
as It went, but with no figures with 
which, to compare, -that census Ha 
practically useless until another 
Is 
taken. 
To secure a reliable basis 


upon which a bureau of statistics 
could work, there should be 
three 


complete census made of the 
live 


. stock In conservative years and aft- 


er tnat every five years. 
If this was 


done, a bureau could very 
easily 


keep close estimate' of the changes 
taking place au'd such 
estimates 


would bo of the greatest value 
to 


trade and commerce "as well as to 
tho farmers and stock raisers. 
For 


instance.' this season there has been 
a wholesale slaughter of female cat- 
tle, and in addition thousands 
of 


heifers have been speyed. 
It is pos- 


sible that this very act may result in 
a scarcity of breeding cattle short- 
ly. 
At present almost nothing 
Is 


known In regard to the supply and 
demand of meat cattle. 
The coun- 


try might be on the verge of 
a 


shortage which would 
send 
meat 


prices far beyond the top figures of 
this year, and no one could say sucn 
a shortage exists until it was actual- 
ly here. 
The markets are complete- 


ly controlled by the visible supply 
actually on the market from day to 
day and farmers may be selling their 
stock at panic prices when the actual 
conditions do not Justify those prices. 


If tho government finds It profit- 


able to colect statistics on the grain 
crops of the country, cotton 
and 


manufacturers, there can be no valid 
or logical argument against collect- 
Ing statistics on the meat supply. 
One Is as Important as the other and 
statistics arc fully as necessary for 
the proper conduct of trade and com- 
mberce. 
More than eight million 
farmers 


and stock raisers are Interested In 
this 
measure. 
They 
represent 


$5.000.000,000 of Invested capital, and 
besides being a protection for the 
producer and consumer against tlie 
speculator, a law of this kind is due 
this great army of agriculturists and 
should be enacted.

Men Had Been Out for Two Weeks 


and 
Successfully 
Prevented 
the 


Traction Company 
From Carrying 


Passengers on Its Vehicles. 


BIG ASIATIC PETROLEUM TRUST 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 13.—After 


effectually blocking trafllc on all city 
lines for two weeksythe striking em- 
ployes of the street car companies de- 
cided to return to work, under the ul- 
timatum submitted by the Governor. 
The basis of settlement Is that the 
men will go back to work at 20 cents 
and ten hours, with a minimum of 
seven and a half hours a day, no dis- 
crimination to be made against any of 
the men under charges, and as many 
to be taken back as are needed for the 
operation of the company's lines. Tho 
hitch was on the taking back of the 
men under charges, but the railway 
company finally conceded this, allow- 
ing the courts to decide on the guilt 
of the men. 


Increase Mllltla Forces. 


Two more companies of militia ar- 


rived, one from Monroe and another 
from Mannsfleid. A company of cav- 
alry came down from Mannsfleid and 
was mustered Into the state service 
soon after Its arrival.

the city over the settlement of the 
strike. It began Sunday morning two 
•weeks ago, and has been effective. 
Not a single passenger has been car- 
ried on a car since it began, and no 
passenger car has got more than five 
blocks from the barn.

The credit for the settlement 
is 


largely due to W. S. Parkercon, who 
took up the cause of the strikers and 
labored Indefatlgably. convincing them 
that they could hope for nothing bet- 
ter and that they could not prevail 
against the militia sent here. United 
States Senator Foster. Governor.ileard 
and Mayor Capdevlelle were all Instru- 
mental In some degree In bringing 
about the final result.
